, In her own note, Italy said she 
was led to communicate with the 
league because the time limit ex- 
pires today for the work of the 
four conciliators who recently met 
at Scheveningen, the Netherlands.

TO AAA DISASTER PROPHETS 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—W)— 
A remarkable 
comeback 
from 
1934's disastrous drought was re- 
ported today by the AAA. Offi- 
cials said the nation 
practically 


has recovered from the calamity. 
A year ago today, the headlines 


were telling of scorched 
plains, 
damaged crops, government pur- 
chasing of cattle to prevent them 
from starving. Now conditions are 
much better. 


Thousands of families who de- 
pended on government relief for 
the necessities of life have re- 
turned to a self-sustaining basis, 
officials said. In addition, the re- 
settlement administration reports 
that 280,155 farm families have 
been taken off the relief rolls to 
be placed in the rural rehabilita- 
tion classification. 


On Feb. 1, 1935, 
the 
govern- 


ment's charts 'showed a drought 
area covering 1,480 counties in 25 
states. Now thearea has been nar- 
rowed to 131 counties 
in 
five 
states—southwestern Kansas, east- 
ern Colorado, northwestern Okla- 
homa. The Texas Panhandle and 
New Mexico. 


From June I, 1934, when the 
cattle buying program of the AAA 
was begun as a relief measure for 
drought areas, until February I, 
1935, the end of the program, thu 
government, bought 8,279,000' head 
of cattle, from 696,000 farms in 
24 states. Cost-of the -cattle' was 
$111,451,000, or $13.40 per head.- 
Those found edible were killed 


and canned* with the exception of 
about 1,000,000, head still held in 
pastures and ranges,.

It would give 
the agriculture department the 
sum to continue its fight against 
Bang's Disease and tuberculosis 
in beef and dairy cattle. 
The house provided for contin- 
uation of expenditures under the 
Jones-Connally act 
beyond 
this 
year. The senate agriculture com- 
mittee struck out the provision. 
No; difficulty in compromising the 
house and 'senate provisions in 
conference was anticipated. 


The LaFollette amendment pro- 
vided a'so for purchase of surplus 
dairy products by the government 
for relief distribution. 


In urging adoption. LaFollette 
told the senate $38.500,000 of the 
original fund had been allocated 
for cleaning up dairy and beef 
herds in many .states. 


Senator Duffy (D-Wis.) joined !n 
the discussion with an emphatic 
endorsement 
of his colleague's 


amendment, declaring he believed 
the people of Wisconsin and other 
dairy and beef states had consider- 
ed the program a "splendid suc- 
cess."

HUE CAUSED LOSS 


OF $2,700,000 TO 
PEORIA DISTILLERY 


PEORIA, 111., July 23 — 


(fp)—Fire 
which swept the 


huge ?6,500,000 H i r a m 
Walker distillery following 
a 
terrific 
explosion 
was 


brought under control to- 
day after causing damage 
estimated at $2,700,000. 


Twelve men were injured in the 


blaze and searchers were seeking 
the body of John Barton, an em- 
ployee, missing since the blast in 
the 
rackhouse 
where he 
was 


working. 


Another worker, William Hulse- 


bus, 
was found after being re- 


ported missing earlier. 
He re- 


ported that he had narrowly es- 
caped being buried by falling deb- 
ris and had crawled to safety 
through a hole in a fence. 


Six million gallons of whiskey 


were set afire. 
The force of the 


explosion was felt throughout the 
city. 


Rackhouse Number three, where 


the blast occurred, was restroyed. 
The six-story steel building fell 
to pieces under the intense heat. 
Although the fire was under con- 
trol, firemen said it would be 


some time before th* whiskey 
burned itself out. 


The rackhousa was the only 


building 
entirely . destroyed 
but 


other structures In the $6,500,000 
plant—said to be the largest dis- 
tillery in the world—were serious- 
ly damaged. 


Frank Dornberger, an employe, 


was blown 20 feet from the door- 
way of the rackhouse into an ex- 
cavation 20 feet from the blazing 
building. 


Originating at rackhouse No. 3, 
where newly made liquor 
was 


stored for aging, the flames de- 
stroyed the 
building—11 stories 


high and 15(f by 180 feet in size 
—then it spread to the cooperage 
shop and threatened another rack- 
house. The first explosion, which 
witnesses said was followed by 
lesser ones, occurred at 
about 


10:15 p. m. (GST) last night and 
flames threw a lurid light across 
the sky until daybreak. 


For a time six carloads of al- 
cohol, standing on a siding close 
to the blazing rackhouse, were 
endangered by flames and until 
a switch engine hauled them away 
were a menace to firemen and 
spectators alike. 


Firemen were handicapped In 
their fight against the leaping, 
alcohol-fed flames By l°w water 
pressure, but eventually brought 
the blaze under control after hope 
for the entire plant had almost 
died. 


A dozen persons were treated 


for Injuries, caused principally by 
falling debris. The majority of 
those hurt were firemen and po- 
licemen, though a few spectators 


were singed by the flamei. 
The estimate 
of the damage' 


made by H. F. Wilkie, plant man- 
ager, covered only the rackhouse 
and its contents, the cooperage 
shop and a building housing the 
cistern which supplies water for 
distilling operations. He said the 
building loss was approxixmately 
$700,000 and the destroyed liquor 
worth about $2,000,000. 


The plant located at the south- 


ern edge of the city, was dom- 
pleted a year ago at a cost of 
approximatley 
$5,000,000, 
and 


since then $1,500,000 has 
been 
spent on improvements. The com- 
pany advertises it as the "largest 
whiskey distillery in the .world." 
The cause of the blast which 


started the blaze was undetermin- 
ed. Firemen and compay officials 
would not hazard a guess as to 
fie reason for the disastrous con- 
flagratlon.

Prophecies are not always 


heeded at the time they are 
made. Such a prophecy was 
made in 1928 to John Pal- 
mer Gavit, a vice president 
of Survey 
Associates 
and 


one of the editors of the 
monthly magazine, Survey 
Graphic. He was in Ger- 
many. 
Impressed 
by the 


strange quiet 
of 
German 


children whom he saw play- 
ing in parks and village 
streets 
he asked a famous 


German psychiatrist 
about 


them. The psychiatrist ex- 
plained: 


"They bear the marks of 


inadequate prenatal 
meta- 


bolism of their mothers dur- 
ing the 'starvation period' 
of the War and the infla- 
tion; of insufficient nour- 
ishment for themselves; and 
of the anxiety, uncertainty, 
hate and 
fear 
saturating 


their home atmosphere." 


Then came the 
doctor's 


prophecy, which seemed to 
Mr. Gavit at the time to be 
an exaggeratioji, but which 
has already been fulfilled: 


"Not now so much as ten 


years from now you will 
see the profound effects of

German children. Then the 
warping of their natures by 
-vhat they have

long ago will appear in the 
resentment which is as yet 
subconscious.

Black of Alabama, Is worth $100,- 
000 a year to the people," Blanton 
said. 


"I'm backing this committee 100 


per cent," he added. "This com- 
mittee is doing wonderful work." 


Blanton remarked that If Car- 


penter received a salary of $10,-

munications from them.

Impeached threw the house today 
into an uproar. 


Representative Warren (D-NC) 


started the exchange by referring 
Lo a newspaper Interview given 
by Representative Fish (R-NY) In 
which the latter said that if the 
president 
were 
Impeached 
his 


lenders should be too. 


Describing Fish's remarks as 


'slurs and insinuations," Warren 
added: 
"Ever since the Rentlcman be- 


came the Republican presidential 
candidate of Congressman Knut- 
son of Minnesota and former Con- 
gressman DePrlest he seems to 
have lost all sense of proportion 
and frankly manv of us doubt if 
he even knows what Is going on 
in the house." 


He reminded that only last week 
Fish's remarks were 
expunged 


from the record when he used the 
word "snoop" In reference to Rep- 
resentative Patman (D-Texas). 
'I don't think the gentleman 


from New York Is hurting either 
the 
speaker or the 
president," 
Warren Bald. 


Representative Rich (R-Pa.) re- 
plied Immeditely by attempting to 
read a newspaper editorial which 
argued that the president had vio- 
lated his oath to support and pre- 
serve the constitution. 
Democratic 
objections 
blocked 


the reading but Rich reminded 
that the president had asked Rep- 
resentative Samuel B. Hill 
(D- 
Wash.) to expedite the Guffey coal 
stabilization bill despite doubts, 
"however reasonable" as to Its con- 
stitutionality. 


"Any man who 
makes 
that 
statement," 
Rich 
continued, 


"should be severely criticized. 
If 


any man so violated hU oath of 
office he ought to be Impeached. 


"Roosevelt Is a Socialist, and 


not a Democrat." 
Fish finally got the floor to re- 


ply. 
A newspaperman he said, 


had asked him if he knew of any 
Republican who was preparing to 
Introduce a resolution to Impeach 
the president. He said he told 
him he did not but the he added: 
"It Is evident to me that the 


president has violated the consti- 
tution on one or more occasions," 
Not Animated By Malice. 
"I'm not animated by malice or 


hatred," Fish continued. 
"I said 


it would be most unwise and fool- 
ish to introduce a resolution to 
impeach the president for acts for 
which congress Itself was 
far 


more responsble.

Better Than A College. 
• Heje was an ordinary

A Workman Who Could Write 
Our day is seeing many au- 
thors and artists, without any 
formal education, springing to the 
forefront 
of 
public 
attention. 


Amos, first of the writing proph- 
ets of Israel, was one such. To 
the nabobs of his day he was a 
despised nobody, a mere work- 
ingman, poorly clad, covered by 
an abeyah, or cloak, that smelled 
of his sheep and bore traces of 
the ground on which he 
often 
slept beneath the stars. He was 
a sort of "handy-man" In earn- 
ing his meagre livelihood. Some- 
times he tended sheep 
in 
the 
Wilderness of Tekoa; sometimes 
he pinched sycomore figs (the 
tree is not to be confused with 
our sycamore), to hasten 
their 
ripening 
and 
fertilization, 
for 
they were an important item in 
the poor people's diet; sometimes 
he travelled 
afoot to Jerusalem 


and 
to Bethlehem, selling 
his 


iwool or sbeking a job. We may 
scarcely over-state the ordinari- 
ness of the man Amos. He had 
no official standing whatever as 
a religious teacher. It was easy 
for Amaziah to order such an un- 
couth figure out of Bethel. 
This unconventional, 
fearless, 


forthright speaker of stern and 
unplaatable truths was not the 
first of Israel's prophets; heroic 
figures, like Moses, Samuel, Eli- 
jah and Elisha, had preceded him.. 
But he is the first to leave his 
message in writing. Unlike the 
professionals of his time, he did 
not depend upon ecstatic slobber- 
Ings and ravings and transports 
lor his credentials. 
His 
utter- 
ances could bear the cold and 
calculating examination of 
the 


written word. 
No literary style Is so effective 
as Tjlain, straightforward use of 
common words, which nobody can 
fail to understand. Many modern 
writers are too smart; they search 
the dictionaries for unsual words; 
they cultivate form more 
than 


substance. The whole art of writ- 
Ing is to have something to say, 
and to be able to say it clearly 
and 
comprehensibly. 
Nobody 


could mistake the 
meaning of 
Amos. And his natural 
adorn- 


ments of his message were the 
figures that would readily occur 
to a workingman, 
and 
to 
a 


dweller amidst the vast spaces of 
the open air. His was the salty 
speech that one hears in work- 
shops and country stores. It had 
the heights and the horizons, the 
stars and the seas, of his own 
experience.

Amos put his fingers upon the 
rotten spots In the life of the 
people. To him, as to his Lord, 
personal unrighteousness as an

So, in 
burning words that

many a prophet since, he cried 
out against the sins of the rich 
and the sufferings of the poor. 
He stripped bare the odious evils 
of his complacent time. In one 
of his fine figures there is com- 
pressed the message which should 
today ring in every 
legislative 


hall, every educational gathering, 
every 
newspaper 
and 
every 


cmirch: "Let justice roll down as 
waters, and righteousness as an 
ever-flowing stream."
